Sifſiboo river, about fix miles diſtant, at two o'clock P. M 
Monday 15th, went in a boat five miles to the Falls of Siffiboo 
river, landed and walked two miles beyond the Falls, and exa- 
mined the country ; where we found the lands high, and a great 
proportion of pine and ſpruce in the woods, ſome beech and 
maple, and the water too ſhallow to paſs a ſmall boat. The 
land below the Falls appears of a good quality, particularly the 
bigh lands, and contains a great proportion of hard wood, ſuch - 
as beech and maple, is well watered by ſmall ſtreams, and is 
navigable for ſmall veſſels to the Falls. Tueſday 16, crofled

The 
harbour ſecure againſt all winds but thoſe of the South - eaſt, and 
even againſt them is well ſheltered by the adjoining hills and 
woods.
